cycloalkyl, Cs-Cg cycloalkenyl, C6-Ci4aryl, phenyl, naphthyl 

Group III claims 1-21, are drawn in part to a process of preparing amines of the formula 
I wherein, R^ and R"* can be linked by bonds to form a heterocycUc ring and re independently 
selected from the group consisting of is H, C1.C24 alkyl, C2-C24 alkynyl, C2-C24 alkynyl, Ce-Cio 
aryl, CF3; wherein R^-R*^, in the mono-dentate or bi-dentate Ugand, are independently selected 
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from the group consisting of is H, C1.C24 alkyl, C2.C20 alkenyl, C3.C8 cycloalkyl, Cs-Cg 
cycloalkenyl, C6-Ci4aryl, phenyl, naphthyl. 

Group IV claims 1-21, are drawn in part to a process of preparing amines of the formula 
I wherein, R^-R"* are independently selected from the group consisting of is H, C1-C24 alkyl, C2- 
C24 alkynyl, C2-C24 alkynyl, Ce-Cio aryl, CF3; wherein R^-R^, in the mono-dentate or bi-dentate 
Ugand represent a C2-C13 heteroaryl 

Group V claims 1-21, are drawn in part to a process of preparing amines of the formula I 
wherein, R^ and R'* can be linked by bonds to form a heterocyclic ring and re independently 
selected from the group consisting of is H, C1-C24 alkyl, C2-C24 alkynyl, C2-C24 alkynyl, C6-C10 
aryl, CF3; wherein R^-R^, in the mono-dentate or bi-dentate ligand wherein R^-R^, in the mono- 
dentate or bi-dentate Ugand represent a C2-C 13 heteroaryl 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted.

Accordingly, unity of invention is 
considered to be lacking and restriction of the invention in accordance with the rules of unity of 
invention is considered to be proper. Additionally, the vastness of the claimed subject matter 
and the complications in understanding the claimed subject matter imposes a burden on any 
examination of the claimed subject matter.
